We believe that our issued ' 121 patent is partly inoperative by 
reason of our claiming more or less than we had a right to claim in the patent. 
The claims of the '121 patent are directed to an album creation and organization 
system for cameras in which images are captured on photographic film and on an 
electronic imager. It is believed that the album creation and organization system 
of the invention is applicable to other types of cameras such as digital cameras. 
Support for digital cameras can be found in col. 4, lines 18-22 of the '121 patent 
specification, which states that the "teachings of the present invention can extend 
to SLRs, as well as other known cameras, including digital cameras, which can 
also be adapted in a similar fashion". 

The present reissue application overcomes the inoperativeness of 
the '121 patent by adding additional claims based on the original allowed claims, 
for example, to cover digital type cameras.
